And now, Doctor, conſider, whether Therc is no 


Precedent of any former Perſecution, wherein the Inſtru- 


ments of Malice have exercisd their Fury, and glutted 
themſelves with the Spoils of this ſuffering Church of God, 
that will exceed your Diſtreſſes, p. 3. When you 
have jointly brought all this upon your own Head, 
for you have not produc'd one ſingle Inſtan ce vf any 
Prieft that was ever ſuffer'd in a Chriſtian Conntry, 
unleſs they own'd and ſubmitted to the Secular Au- 
thority in being: For altho' the Kings were Uſur- 
pers or Heathens, yet we are commanded to pray 
for them and obey them in all things lawful; there- 
fore you ought rather to have provꝰd that the Go- 


vernment did impoſe fome things upon you that 


were in themſelves umaw ful or immoral, and con- 
trary to the Word of God, than to have magnify'd 
your own Sufferings and tell us, That there was not ſo 
much as the Form of any Proceſs, or much Tryal made uſe 
of to diveſt you of your Living at Faſt Ham, p. 4. 
Which, if you had known half ſo much Law as 
you pretend to know Divinity ; or'if your Law had 
not been as unſtable as your Goſpel ; you wou'd 


have foucd your Miſtake, for you were actually 


dead in the Eye of the Law, long be- 


fore that Living was ſupply'd ; and therefore there 


was no more need of a formal Judgment againſt 
you, than if a Man was going to try a Highway- 
man after he was kilPd : And tho” you may- boaſt

taken of their Lenity, and were allowed your 
Freedom upon Honour; which you had no ſoo- 
ner given them, but you left it for them to 
make the beſt of. But theſe, Sir, are ſorry 
. Shifts, and beneath the Dignity you pretend 
to: For if Conſcience is the Caſe, and your 
Cauſe is half ſo juſt as you pretend to, what 

need you fear ? fince if one Hair of your Head 
ſhall not periſh without God's Permiſſion, much 
more you, O ye of little Faith ;, for God hath pro- 
miſed to take care of his Elect; and if your 


Cauſe be' good, you need not fear what Man 
can do unto you. $235 


And all this without diſannulling that Great 
Ack of Gad, in the Inſtitution and Eſtabliſhment 
of the Church and Holy Royal Prieſthood, p. 29. 
and ſo I agree with you then, What a Feſt is it? 
 What'a fort of Blaſphemy againſt the Holy Ghoſt, for 
vou to repugn the Canons of the Church, in 
not praying for the King by Name, and deſpi- 
ſing the Wiſdom of the Convocation of the Cler- 
gy, in not Conforming to- the Liturgy : Are 
you more Learned, or more' Holy, than the whole 
Body of the Clergy ? I am ſure you were never 
eſteemed very eminent for the One, however 
Infamous you may be thought for the other. 


But ſince you value your ſelf upon your Con- 
ſeience; pray how came you by theſe Livings ?

binſon, you beſt know; but I dare venture to ſay, 

ou never performed the Covenants agreed with 

im yet ; for then.your Conſcience ambled as ſhy 
as it doth now ; and you had no ſooner got In- 
ſtitution, but the Surrenderer was reviled for 
expecting the promiſed Gratuity, which you ſaid 
you could not give him before, becauſe you 
would not be guilty of Smony; nor after, be- 
cauſe 1t was contrary to yaur Intereſt, ahd a+ 
gainſt your Confcience. 5 . 


So; here's pretty Work: Conſcience is ſpur- 
red forward which way, you pleaſe. To get 
Inſtitution, Coun — be — 4 to the 
Government in being; but to keep Poſſeſſion, 
Conſcience i to call in qu Rhee, 
Government by which: that Inftitution was ob- 
| tained. For ſhame, Dr. do not trifle thus with 
Mankind, but return to your Obedience (I was 
going to ſay Senſes) and then out of Charity, 
perhaps, ſome honeſt Whis may take you into 
Favour ; and when yo are returned to your old 
Principles, there are ſome hopes of your return-

Do 
but look into the Conſequences of your Errone- 
ous Principles, and by the Fate of that young Man 
Shepheard, that is now in Cuſtody : Conſider, 
what Miſtakes the Ignorant and the Young are 
drawn into, by frequenting your Aſſemblies. 
And if Conſcience hath half ſo much to do with 


you, as you pretend, I am ſure you muſt have 


a very ſear'd one, not to repent of thoſe your 
Miſdoings; who in Schiſm have outdone the 
Presbyterian, in Diſobedience the Anabaptiſt, and in 


Free Thinking, ay, and Free Speaking too, the Qua-
